figures Russia is in for trou­ 
ble. 
D ear editor: 
I noticed an article in tho 
newspaper on top of a stack I’d 
been saving to sit on when I 
go fishing and tho ground is 
dam p to avoid getting cold — 
astronauts are always com­ 
ing down with 
a cold 
and 
you’d think the space program 
w ith its billions 
of dollars 
could afford to buy 
a few 
newspapers for them — th at 
reported 
that 
the 
Russians 
a re about to enter the auto­ 
mobile age. 
Up to now, most of the cars 
over there have 
been owned 
by the top politicians, well 
they don’t really own them, 
the 
government 
furnishes 
them free, which is cheaper 
than owning one, but 
Rus­ 
sia has announced it’s open­ 
ing up a factory to turn out 
about 600,000 cars a year and 
the general public can now 
get in line to buy. 
Of course this is just a drop 
in the bucket compared with 
the 9 million cars produced in 
th e U. S. each year, but the 
trend has set in and I ’m afraid 
it proves Russia isn’t as sm art 
a s she pretended. 
W hat I m ean 
is, does she 
know she now 
has to con­ 
vince her citizens th a t Russia 
invented the traffic jam , the 
super 
highway, 
the 
clover 
leaf, air pollution, th e traffic 
accident 
and the junk pile? 
Does Russia know th a t the 
m ore cars the people get hold 


of the more roads they want, 
and the more roads they get 
the more cars they want? And 
the more cars they get 
the 
bigger tho headache grows? 
Why just the single job of 
putting up filling stations in 
Moscow alone 
will set her 
space program back ten years. 
Does she know what it’s go­ 
ing to cost to build IO million 
miles of highways? W hat it’ll 
cost to train 
a million car 
mechanics? M ake that half 
a million You can get by with 
only about half of them train­ 
ed. 
And since 
most Russians 


getting cars will be grown, 
without previous driving ex­ 
perience, not having had a 
chance to bump off the reck­ 
less ones 
while they w ere' 
teen-agers, you can see what 
the accident rate will be. 
I suppose this is not very 
humanitarian, it may even be 
against the aims of peaceful 
co-existence, 
but 
frankly 
I 
hope the Russians turn out 
millions of cars clogging all 
their cities. They’re not any 
better than we are.
